Fanatical 
African Sect 
Is Outlawed

LUSAKA, Northern Rhodesia 


(AP) - The Northern Rhodesi- 
an government has temporarily 
outlawed the fanatic Lumpa 
sect, whose rampages in the 
past 12 days have cost at least 
270 lives. 


In a nationwide broadcast 


Monday night after the Lumpa 
massacre of 150 persons at Lun- 
dazi, Prime Minister Kenneth 
Kaunda threatened anyone at- 
tending meetings of the cult 
with seven years in prison. 
'. 


Kaunda said he does not dis- 


pute the right of the Lumpas 
to their religious beliefs — a 
hodgepodge of African supersti- 
tion, paganism and Church of 
Scotland theology — but he in- 
sisted on the restoration of or- 
der. He said h ewould lift the 
ban in about a month if the car- 
nage ends. 


Kaunda is trying desperately 


to bring peace to the central Af- 
rican country before it receives 
independence from Britain in 12 
weeks.

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) - There 


are 26 restaurants along the 
New York State Thruway and 
Patricia Ann (Trish) Lamb fig- 
ures that she has visited each 
of them at least 10 times since 
June 1. 


It's not that the 20-year-old 


Cornell University coed is so 
fond of eating. The visits are re- 
quired by her unique summer- 
time job. 


Trish is spending her summer 


as a $100-a-week roving restau- 
rant inspector for the Thruway 
Authority. And she is the only 
woman on the agency's 12-mem- 
ber inspection staff. 


Her duties include scrutiniz- 


ing the coffee shops, dining 
r o o m s , cafeterias, kithcens, 
food, service, garbage build- 


ings, women's rest rooms* park- 
ing lots and landscaping of the 
frnnchised service areas along 
the 659-mile toll road system. 


The tools of her trade are a 


keen eye and a pad of inspection 
forms, on which she checks 17 
items as satisfatory or unsatis- 
factory. She turns in the reports 
to Thruwny heapitarters each 
week. 


Trish inspects the quality and 


quantity of the food, as well ns 
the conditions under which it Is 
prepared and served. This re- 
quires some taste 
tests, of 


course. 


But the brunette, who stands 


six feet, also is keeping a close 
watch on her figure. 


"I haven't' gained an ounce," 


sho said proudly. 


But sho won't reveal her 


weight.

Most of the victims were 
African villagers. Two Indian 
families and an African police-

also were killed, the 


spokesman said. 


Kaunda told a party rally in 


Lusaka to leave repression of 
the Lumpas to his government. 
Vowing to avenge those slaugh- 
tered, Kaunda promised to give 
the sect "three times as much 
trouble" as it had given. 


"There 
is something wrong 


with our nation," he said. "Part 
of us has stopped thinking, we 
have got to work hard to clean 
up this rubbish."

enthusiasm for the state. 


Nearly 3.5 million of them 


have trekcd through its play- 
grounds thus far this year — 
878,000 of them last month. 


They're overflowing outdoor 


parks and cabins like conven- 
tloners swamp a city. And the 
3.5 million represent only visi- 
tors to the 11 facilities that have 
resident superintendents. 


The figure does not take in 


countless hundreds more who 
didn't take cabins or camp out, 
but visited one or more of the 
12. other "day use" facilities op- 
erated by the Publicity and 
Parks Commission. 
These include such civil war 
monuments as Poison Springs, 
Jenkins Ferry and Marks Mill. 


The first 948,000 came in the 


cold months of January through 
April. 


They visited Petit Jean Moun- 


tain, the Buffalo River park, 
Lake Catherine, Queen Wilhil- 
mena, Devil's Den, Crowley's 
Ridge, Lake .Chicot, Bull Shoals, 
Lake Ouachita, Mt. Nebo and 
Withrow Springs parks. 


In May another 750,000 came, 


followed by 825,000 in June, then 
the July influx. 
Lou Oberste, publicist for the 


commission, says reservations 
ar4iJuird.,to get at some parks, 
but by no means unavailable. In 
areas where tourists fill outdoor 
camping areas equipped with 
fireplace, and table, latecomers 
are allowed to stay overnight in 
adjacent areas without such fa- 
cilities. 


They still are near drinking 


water and sanitary facilities. 


Mt. Petit Jean is still the fav- 


orite o£ the "furriners" visiting 
the hills, but Buffalo River, 
Lake Catherine and Lake Chicot 
just about tie for second place. 


Gov. prval E. Faubus said at 


Hot Springs Tuesday that lack 
of good roads to Arkansas' re- 
mote areas has hurt tourism in 
the state. And his politican op- 
ponent in the November general 
election, Winthrop Rockefeller, 
is a strong proponent of tourist 
attraction development. 


Crowley's Ridge park, de- 


scribed by the commission as a 
facility "more of a local nature" 
than such attractions as Queen 
Wilhelmina, Bull Shoals or Dev- 
il's Den, is an indication of the 
need for development. 


Mert Cochran. superintendent 


at Crowley's Ridge, says, "Jf 
the crowds this year are any in- 
dication, the number of persons 
who visit the park will far ex- 
ceed any previous year in at- 
tendance." 


Last year 445,000 persons went 


to the park. 


"At the rate we're going now, 


we could easily reach 600,000 be- 
fore the end of the tourist sea- 
son,' Cochran says. 


"What we need," Cochran 


says, "is a good, extensive plan. 
possibly by a qualified engineer 
or committee of engineers, for 
a huge expansion plan at the

PITTSBURGH CAP) -* The 


wheels of justice grind faster in 
Aillegheny County these days 
thanks to a computer and a man 
whose 'niind, associates say, 
works like one. 


The system is the brainchid 


of 
Judge Henry Ellertbogen, 


Vienna-born president judge of 
the Allegheny County Common 
Plens Court. 


The court, with ]9 judges and 


204- fulltirne employes, is the 
eighth 
largest 
metropolitan 


court in the United States. 


Oppressed'by the heavy back- 


log of civil cases such 
as 


plagues courts across the coun- 
try, Ellenbogen ordered a study 
of the problem soon after be- 
coming' presidnet judge less 
than two years ago. ' 


,He said the need of a compu- 


ter 
to 
speed 
administrative 


tasks became apparent almost 
immediately. 


The computer operation be- 


gan in .October 1963 With an or- 
der from 'Judge Ellehbogen that 
thereafter* Xall attorneys would 
have to fill out special cards for 
each case. Each attorney also 
was assigned a number. 


.Since then the ease backlog 


has been reduced by one-third 
with the definite possibility it 
soon may be eliminated. 


At the start of the program, 


there,, were 8,000 cases pending. 
There are now 5,559. The time 
lapse between when a case is 
filed and,when it is finally set- 
tled has been reduced from 3J/2 
years to two. 


Judge 
Ellenbogen said the 


computer enables the court to 
know in a matter of minutes the 
cdmplete history of any case 
and in a matter of hours the 
complete 
breakdown on 
the 


number and types of cases 
pending or the number of cases 
a single lawyer or law frm iis 
handling.

In the past, the judge said,

would have been impossible to 
obtain.

trend earlier in the year. And it 
adds a hew chapter , however 
brief it may prove to be, to the 
business and government's har- 
dy whodunit: What will the 
American consumer do with his 
money"? 


Retail sales are still rising. 


The American consumer, isn't 
pinching pertoies yet.

Reichstag in 
Berlin Being 
Restored

BERLIN (AP) - The bus 


stopped in front of a crumbling 
half-ruined building, standing in 
a wasteland created b wartime 
bombing. A group of 16-ear-old 
boys and girls formed a ring 
around a guide, ft was a hot 
day, 
and the girls wore gay 


summer prints. 
"Here,* 
said 
the 
guide, 


"Adolf Eichmann issued his or- 
ders that meant death for mil- 
lions of Jews." 


The oungsters 
looked sol- 


emn. They had read reports of 
the trial and execution of Eich- 
mann in Jerusalem. They had 
been following recent trials of 
Nazi criminals in West Germa- 
ny. 


But this was their first direct 


encounter with a relic of the 
criminal past. They were not 
born when the Third Reich 
crumbled in defeat in 1945. 


This was part of a new ap- 


proach to a problem that has 
plagued many of 
Germany's 


educators and parents since the 
war: how to deal with the Nazi 
past. Some have ducked it, pos- 
sibly because of their own feel 
ings of guilt and shame. Now, in 
the West Berlin Borough 
of 


Wedding, the facts were being 
laid on the line. 


The students guide, a 30-ear
